FAMED IRON 
CHANCELLOR 


, London, Yesterday. 


The death occurred suddenly to-day at the 
age of 73 of Viscount Snowden of Ickornshaw, 
famous as the “Iron Chancellor’ when he occu- 
pied the post of Chancellor of the Exchequer in 
both Labour Governments. 


HE WAS ONE OF THE MOST VIGOROUS LEADERS OF 
THE LABOUR MOVEMENT IN BRITAIN, BUT BROKE WITH 
THE PARTY ON THE FORMATION OF THE NATIONAL GOV- 
ERNMENT IN 1931 WHEN HE BECAME'LORD PRIVY SEAL. 


LATER HE FOUND HIMSELF IN SHARP DISAGREE- 
MENT WITH MR. MacDONALD AND RESIGNED, BUT FAIL-~ 
ED TO GAIN THE CONFIDENCE OF. HIS FORMER FRIENDS 
OF THE LABOUR PARTY. 


Viscount Snowden began his 
career as a civil servant. He 
entered in 1886 but retired in 
1893, when he gave himself up 
to journalism and lecturing on 
Socialism. 

He was Chairmtn of the Inde- 
pendent Labour Party 1903-06,

POLITICAL COURAGE 


His vision was intense rather 
than broad, his outlook prejudiced 
and somewhat bitter, but he 
possessed a clear mind and bound- 
less political courage ns well os 
that high order of eloquence that 
{a derived from passionate convic- 
tion and disinterested devotion to 
sublime humanitarian ideals. 

There was much in him of the 
fanatic and doctrinaire, but he 
was saved from the defects of both 
by his capacity and willingness — 
not usually found in men of his 

— to learn from practical 
experience. He believed in Soctal- 
fsm, as he perceived it, with his 
whole soul, and devoted his life 
to advancing it, but he did not 
allow his loyalty to the Socialist 
principle to lead him into intellec- 
tual duplicity. He would not deny 
proven facts to save the face of a 
theory. 


CRIPPLED FOR LIFE 


Philip Snowden was the son of 
a Keighley worsted weaver and 
was dorn at the village of Cowling, 
between Keighley and Colne. He 
attended an clementary «school, 
but was, in fact, self taught. In 
open competition, he won a post in 
the Excise. But, after seven 
years’ work, a serious bicycle ac- 
cldent affected his spine and made 
him a cripple for the remainder of 
his life. 

It was during the months of his 
serious ilIncss that Mr. Snowden 
firat devoted: himself to the study

E of the grounds of the‘prevalent “imeasiiess about the 
future of the European civilisation is, the tyemepdous rate 
at which we live. The traffic problem has {aught us that though 
accidents will. happen from time to time, they happen inuch more 
frequently when we are travelling at sixty miles an hour than 
when we are content with the statutory. twenty. All political 
developments are movements in a crowd, and we never know 
when some guy is going to step absentmindedly into the middle 
of the road. At the highest speed there is less time for the 
brakes to act or for the hooter to give warning. 

When Hong Kong first became a British Colony it took at ‘Teast 
six months for such outposts of the Empire to hear of a corona- 
tion, and several months more before all the details and conse- 
quences could be collected and digested. Last week was, 15 His 
Majesty remarked {n his broadcast specch, the first time that 
the voice of a new King could be heard by all his subjects. More 
wonderful still is the fact that loyal citizens ‘in Brighton could 
sit in their own drawing rooms and sce the whole of the proces- 
sion. Broadcasting has already practically killed the old- 
fashioned “demonstration,” the purpose of which was to indicate 
popular feeling by collecting a hundred thousand people at one 
place as a proof of their agreement with the sentiments: announc- 
ed from a distant platform by eloquent speakers that many 
coud not even see, and most could not hear. Will the cheering 
crowds of the streets also become merely a2 memory, and a few 
important officials be left to perform their functions before a 
screen which will transmit the scene to interested multitudes 
sitting in their armchairs by a table plentifully provided with 
light ‘refreshment?: We are all conscious that we are more and 
more caught within the meshes of a mechanical network which 
is beyond our personal control, but the prospect of stirring events 
happening without human contact is rather chilling. 


Certain it is that the work of the world will not suspend 
itself even for the . most gorgeous ceremonials. The King’s 
father came to the throne at a moment when decisions had: to 
be taken at once without regard to his personal convenience. 
Mr. Lloyd George, with his budget which imposed taxation that 
would seem very light to-day, but which had been introduced 
with the maximum of provocation to a class war, had raised the 
whole question of a second chamber and its right to vote on

T does not.seem likely that the 

broadcasting of officia] speeches 
will ever supersedo the appeal of 
a really stirring poem by a poct 
who is recognised as boing cap- 
able of. expressing the national 
sentiment on passing occasions. 
The difficulty is to find the poet 
Never was there a time when the 
recognised practitioners of the art 
jWwere 80 little in touch with the 
vast class of “straphangers” who 
will not even read poctry, much 
lesa repeat or quote it, unfiess thoy 
find that the poet is performing 
his proper function of expressing 
thelr own thoughts better than 
they could express them them- 
selves. The troublo is really two- 
fold, for after the poet has been 
caught he is liable to bo paralysed 
by the responsibility.

The great advantages of pase 
teurization have been fully in- 
dicated, ’ briefly they may be 
summarised as: 1, (It makes 
the milk safe by destroying dl- 
sease ‘producing germs that 
may be present. Jt prolongs 
the period of usefulness of the 
milk by reducing the number of 
acid forming germs which are 
responsible for the souring of 
the ‘milk. It does not kill these 
lactic acid germs entirely how- 
ever, hence their further growth 
must be prevented by keeping 
the milk suMciently cold. This 
can be accomplished very sim- 
ply. Just put your milk in the 
refrigerator and only take it out 
when it ia actually required for 
ARE, 


“Certified” milk is diferent 
again from pasteurised milk.in 
that it does not undergo the pro- 
cess of heating. Generally it 
ean be said to be that it is milk 
which is produced and kent un- 
der ideal conditions, There are 
many rules covering ity produc. 
tion which, are rigidly adhered 
to. “These rules embrace the 
health of the herd, and their 
housing and, feeding; milking 
and the care of the milk; water 
supplies and tuilets; health of 
employees; and high standards 
of excellence of the milk. By 
the use of this method of pro- 
duction, the “certified” milk ean 
contain less germs than ordinary 
milk even after pasteurisation, 

In Hong Kong where there are 
not only the ordinary difficulties 
associated with the production 


of lean milk, as in such coun- 
trics as England, it follows that 
there Is more effort behind the 
supplies of milk that you con- 
sume daily. For not only are 
the Milk Depots and the Milk- 
men all rigidly controlled, but 
the herds receive n degree of ‘at- 
tention, and are fed in a manner 
which ia, outstanding, using the 
ordinary methods at present. pre- 
vailing in’ England as a stand- 
ard, It is only within recent 
years that the Home Health 
Authorities have set out to clean 
up the Home milk supply. Before 


that, the average herd contained. 


many diseased cows, quite un- 
known to the dairymen in whose 
herd they were, 


In some countries the Health 


Authorities have an almost full 


contro) of milk . production 
and they can do every- 
thing that in necessary 
to ensure the outmost — clean- 
liness, This in turn means even 
xreater protection to the con- 
xumer.” Denmark is one of the 
lending countries in this fleld. 
There all the dairies are regue 
larly inspected and both the 
herds and equipment receive 
official approval.

Tn the 
words “lino-cut" are unfamiliar, 
and in ease their domestic si 
aur should make a false expres. 
on--they have nothing te do 
with oa kitehen: fleor---an 
planation of them is given here, 


A Gino-cut ix a print: taken 
from oan inked block oof 
linoleum on which a pieture or 
pattern has been cut. The pro- 
cess is much the same as that 
of a woodeut, ar a wood enygray: 
ing, and is really not far re- 
moved, if the two mes may be 
mentioned in the same breath, 
from oan etching, 


Lino-cuttings is. the simpleat 
of allways of making printed 
pietures. Though elaborate and 
beautiful Hino-cuts are often pro- 
duced by experienced people, an 
inexperienced person can, at 
very litle cost, achieve a charm- 
ingg and striking effect from a 
simple design, and, by daking 
prints, use it in a practical way. 


The type of design will, of 
course, vary in each cause. De- 
signs with large blocks of black 
and white are likely to be much

All the white parts of 
the picture are carefully cut 
away, so that in the printing 
only the “blacks will be cover-

‘The Art Of Printing 


a printing is entertaining, 
he first n ities oa 
printing ink and a rubber roller 
for spreading the ink over the 
lino block. This generally takes 
a little practice GHD the right 
amount of -ink can be judged. 


The block is then place 
enrefully face downwards on to 
n sheet of paper, There are two 
ways of proceeding then, One is 
to rub the back of the paper 
against the block, firmly and pa- 
tiently, .with the back of a 
xpoon, or some equivalent, peep- 
ing carefully under the ¢orners 
now and then to see how the 
print is going.

Although considerable experi- 
ence and ability are needed to 
produce lino-cuts of different 
coloured blocks, and complicut- 
ed designs, a complete beginner 
will find it well worth while te 
try this simplest kind of Jino- 
cutting. The results are ygeneral- 
ly surprisingly yratifying, and 
ay an entertainingg pastime it 
rannot be too highly praised,

State of Inchan. The Stato's 
ruler is one of the most remark- 
able men of our time. He in 
neither Mongolian nor a Manchu, 
but a Swede. Hia name {a Franz 
August Larson. 


Forty-five years ago, a young 
man of 23 left Sweden to teach 
the gospels in inner Mongolia as 
a’ member of the Swedish Miasion, 
When Larson had preached for 
seven years and had become 
acquainted with the country and 
its population, he gave up this 
mission and became something 
very different, A dealer in horses! 


Princes Ask His Advice 


He adapted himvelf to the te 
of the natives, rode hundreds of 
miles with his. herds of horses, 
made friends with the Mongolian 
chiefs, gained admission to din- 
tricts that had beon strictly closed 
to the white’ man, did excellent 
business and amassed a fortune 
for himself trading in all parts of 
Mongolia; he organiacd caravans, 
which not only took horses with 
them, but all kinds of merchan- 
dise as well, : 

Mongolian princes came to his 
headquarters at Urga and Kalgan 
to buy horses und cumela. and, 
greatly approciating his sound aa- 
vice und accurate judgment, they 
often took his counsel in impor- 
tant political queations, Finally, 
the “Living Buddha” of all Mon- 
gelian Buddhists, the Chutuku of 
Urga, Bogdo Gegen, invited him to 
his court. In .1911, when the

Chutuku became tho rulor of In- 
dependent Mongolia, ho conforred 


the rank of a MongoHan Dukedom, 


on his friend, Larson, 


Facing A Dificult Task 


However, having been’ made x 
duke did not give Laracn the 
neceysary duchy, Ax he was not 
presonted with a territory over 
which to rule, he just had to look 
for the himself! Nevertholess, it 
was not su difficult, as he coul! 
simply choose any uninhabited 
Part of the country, draw up his 
frontiera and start cultivating the 
soil, When he had done that na- 
body, according to Mongolian lnw 
could contend his right to the 
property as wells are the only 
common property Iu Mongolia, 


The “conquest” of Larson's 
duchy turned out to be rather a 
dificult task. There wore hoavy 
snow storm in winter, avhich 
made his land practically inaeces- 
alble, there were the scorching hot 
days in summer which caused 
drought and destruction of crops, 
On the other hand, thore -was 
plenty of game, and in winter time 
herds of wolves eume over from 
the Siberian woods, 


After two years Larson for- 
tunately discovered gold veins in 
the soll of his dand and, financed 
by a Ruastan and French company 
he started to exploit them. Ten 
thousand coolles worked In his 
gold mines, but eventually it turn- 
ed out that mining was not pro- 
fitable enough as work for {t could 
be carried on only during four 
months of the year.

The quiet and peacoful life at In- 
chan has attracted many more 
Mongolians since, and his “sub- 
Jecta” now number soveral hun- 
dreds, 

His farm ts slowly but surely 
growing largor and larger, and 80 
are the profits, 


When Pu-yi became Emperor of 
Manchukuo he formorly confirmed 
the legality of he “Duchy ef In- 
chan” and tho rulor of the minin- - 
turo State.

SNOWDEN 


OUTSTANDING STATESMAN: LIFE 
BATTLE AGAINST INFIRMITY

of social and economic problema 
and beeame n convinced Socialist. 
He had been greatly interested in 
a aerjons of articles on Socialism 
written by a Wesleyan Minister 
named Keeble. and from Keeble 
he progressed through Thomas 
Kirkup to Robert Owen and, as 
he expressed ft, he suddenly saw 
light, Nke Saint Paul on the road 
to Damascus. 


HIS FIRST ELECTION 


‘He became a journaliat and lec- 
turer in the Independent Labour 
Party; he was asked to speak on 
many Labour platforms, and 
within two years he was recognis- 
ed by his adversaries as a force 
to be reckoned with. He con- 
teated Blackburn in the winter of 
1900. = 


Blackburn was a Tory strong- 
hold, and Snowden was poor and 
little known. But if he did not 
succeed In taking the fort at that 
date, he, nevertheless, made so 


many converts that he destroyed 
the confidence of his opponents, 
and at the next election his vic- 
tory was a foregone conclusion. 
He held the seat until, in thre 
Wlection of 1913, like Mr. Ramsay 
MacDonald and other Labour 
leaders, he sas rejected owing to 
his pacifist activities during the 
War. 


In Blackburn there wore three 
thousand families who had been 
bereaved by the War, and his at- 
titude . alienated many of his 
former supporters, But at a later 
stage he showed himeelf more in 
unison with the spirit of this 
country, for he was a strong op- 
ponent of Commynism and hostile 
to the Bolsheviks. Lady Snowden, 
too, in tnvo books recording her 
post-War experience of Russia, did 
much to influence Labour opinion 
in England against belief in the 


Sovict Regime. 


THE HAGUE CONFERENCE 


Snowden’s Budget ‘in “1924 was 
everywhere regarded as a mnater- 
ly achievement, and none the Ics8 
fo because no one doubted that it 


was framed in accordance with |. 


the principle “reculer pour mfoux 
sauter.” 


It was, in fact, a Liberal Bud- 
get, for the reduction in food 
taxes had long ‘been a feature 
of the Labour programme. No 
one deplored the. General Strike 
of 1926 more than did Mr. Snow- 
den, who denounced it in no 
mensured terms, 4 


It was not, however, until thr 
memorable conference at The 
Hague in August, 1929, that thr 
real force of Mr, Snowden's per- 
sonality was realised, and accept- 
cd, by tho world at large. 


“The Hague was one of the 
quatntest conferences to which 
‘the Great War has given birth. 
In fact, it could hardly be called 
“2 conference at all. Dir. Buow- 
den, remained, throughout {ts 
entire length, the solo arbiter 
on the questions discussed, He 
_ stated his requirements in un- 
mistakable, if . somewhat brus- 
que language, and he would 
abate no “Jot or tittle” from his 


_Gemands, ,

“ACID FEROCITY” 


Tho Houso always filled when it 
was Inown that Snowden was 
‘up’. Higa tonso manner, his ca- 
daverous fonturos, his thin, pursed 
lips, and sibilant voice all heighton- 
ed tho’ effect of his soid rhotoric. 
Ot ono of his apeechos, Mr. Lloyd 
Gcorgo remarked, ‘‘ho has an acid 
ferocity all his own."’ Of hia 
maiden speoch, Snowdon snid, ‘IT 
felt no differont from-when addross- 
ing an ordinary public mecting. 
Tho composition of tho audionca 
seamed not unlike that to which 
I had so long beon accustomed to 
speak, , They applauded the samo 
sentimonta, The Houso wna full 
and I hod nothing to complnin of 
in tho mattor of attontion.”* 


Much of his succoss wos duc to 
his oratorical gifts, and his olo- 
queneo was tho fruit of conviction. 
His early specchos wero froquontly 
committed to momory, but gra- 
dually his sincerity and his faith 
provided him with tho words ‘ho 
roquired and many of his spooches 
were delivered without proparation. 


ASCETIC COUNTENANCE 


Of his personal appoaranco, Mr. 
A, P. Nicholson wrote 0 few years 
ugo, “His pallid foco, lined ns if 
by sufforing, strangely recalla that 
of Cardinal Manning. It is a 
gaunt, ascotic countenance, which 
nt raro momonts is illuminated by 
iw swoct smilo."' 


‘Lord Snowden's clevor' wifo is 
wlmnost as distinguished as was her 
husband, and whilo being of tho 
greatost assistance to him, hind also 
worked in tho causo of social ro- 
form.
